The gas companies have no desire to create any 
unwarranted alarm or claim any hazards that 
would not be real if the Walker bill were signed 
and became effective. These gas engineers are 
the men who know the gas business. The only 
reply attempted at the Albany hearing was to call 
attention to the fact that in 1917, when all gas 
stoves and appliances were adjusted to 22-candle 
power gas, the Public Service Commission offered 
to the gas companies the option of substituting for 
the 22-candle power standard a MONTHLY 
AVERAGE standard of 650 British thermal units 
(or a lower number of B. t. u. if the companies 
would reduce the price correspondingly), the 
Commission ruling that 650 B. t. u. was the ap- 
proximate calorific equivalent of 22-cagglle power 
gas. ALL GAS APPLIANCES WERE AT. THAT 
TIME ADJUSTED TO GAS OF THAT QUALITY. 


The Commission did not order the companies to 
adopt a 650 B. t. u. standard, but offered them 
that option, although no company had asked for 
it. There would, however, have. been nothing 
dangerous about putting such a standard in force 
then, BECAUSE ALL APPLIANCES WERE THEN 
ADJUSTED SO THAT 650 B. T. U. GAS COULD 
BE USED. 


No gas company in New York accepted the 
option offered by the Commission. They said then, 
as they do now, that either 22-candle power on 
650 B. t. u. was an improper and excessive require- 
ment.

Governor Smith asked if the companies pointed 
out the danger at the legislative hearing on the 
Walker bill.

The hearing wae held before the Public Service 
Committee of the Senate, March 7, 1923. The

contain any provision for 650 B. t. u. or any other 
standard.

AFTER THIS HEARING the Walker bill was 
printed in its present amended form (Print No.

If this bill is approved and ‘ives are lost or con- 
flagrations ensue from attempted compliance, the 
responsibility must rest on those who made this 
measure law.
